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Residents on east side to receive 
sophisticated water bills June 3 


The News is publishing the corrected map of 
the proposed Business Improvement District at 
the left. The newspaper was given an incorrect 
map two weeks ago and has just received the 
cbrrected map. 

Water conservation was on the agenda again 
at the Tuesday evening City Council meeting 
with more information concerning utility bills 
presented by City Administrator Jim McRea. 

Utility bills to be mailed on June 3 to the west 
half of the community will contain three water 
usage figures. The amount of water used for the 
60-day period from Mar. 20 to May 20 will be 
displayed, as in the past, in cubic feet, and is the 


basis of the water bill plus meter service charge 
and/or penalties from the prior billing period. 

Above that amount, McRea reported, is a new 
figure, “CURR. ALLOC.” (current allocation), 
which is the allocation for the billing period of the 
bill presented. It is based on the same billing period 
of the base year of 1989 and represents a 20 percent 
reduction of the amount used in that period. It is 
the allocation goal, except that this is not a billing 
period of the mandatory reduction. 

At the bottom of the bill is the third new amount, 
titled “NEXT ALLOC.” (next allocation), which 
is the allocation for the billing period from May 20

Maddoxes give 40 pristine acres to Conservancy 


In what the community will recognize as a 
truly altruistic gesture, John and Jan Maddox have 
given over 40 acres of their land in the Upper San 
Gabriel Valley Mountains north of their Sierra Ma¬ 
dre home to the Sierra Madre Conservancy. 

“We are in hopes that our gift will inspire 
other owners of our wilderness to give at least the 
steeper, less buildable portions of their land to the 
Conservancy, adding to the preservation of the pris¬ 
tine beauty above us,” Jan Maddox told The News 
Monday. 

She added, “In particular, we hope the city will 
follow our example by giving the 1 l(X)-acre Histori¬ 
cal Wilderness Area to the Conservancy, thereby 
assuring absolute protection forevermore. Fire and 
water and other needed access and rights could be 
reserved by the city but the land itself would be held 
inviolate.” 

In a letter to the editor to the paper (on page 2 
of this week’s News), the City Council and the Con¬ 
servancy, the Maddoxes made the gesture. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan, when he heard the 
news, said, “I think it’s a very generous thought to 
set this up as a gift to the Conservancy for the 
benefit of everyone in the community. What they’re 
doing is a wonderful gift to Sierra Madre, over¬ 
viewed by the Conservancy forever for everyone to 
enjoy. We won’t have to worry about development 


to deface that area.” 

Randall Taylor, chairman of the Sierra 
Madre Conservancy, told The News, “We are 
absolutely thrilled and incredibly grateful for this 
generosity. It is a contribution that just furthers all 
the wonderful things the Maddoxes have done for 
this community. This gift contributes to the city in 
the future. We will do our level best to take care of 
this property according to their wishes.” 

The Maddoxes said, “We bought our 40 acres 
to preserve it during our lifetime and now that the 
Sierra Madre Conservancy has been established, we 
have the opportunity to preserve it in perpetuity.” 

Jan Maddox continued, “We have enjoyed the 
deer, the foxes, even bear and mountain lions which 
call it home. Our pet bluejay, Sam, flies down to 
take peanuts from our hands and talk at length with 
us about all his day’s adventures. And, come spring, 
we cherish the poppies and wild lilacs and stately 
yucca—the Lord’s Candle—shinning white amidst the 
oak and chapparel. They are our neighbors and dear 
friends. We would be saddened immeasurably to see 
it destroyed as have so many other pristine hillsides.” 

John added, “Our bit of wildness also holds its 
share of drama.” 

Jan said, “On the average, three rattlers have 
paid visits to our garden each year and we must step 
warily wherever we walk. In 1%1, a raging wildfire 


surrounded the house 360 degrees, with flames shoot¬ 
ing 50 to 100 ft in the air from bone-dry chapparel. 
The house was saved, but subsequent torrential 
rains brought mud from the denuded slopes 13 feet 
deep around the house, protected by giant redwood 
barricades uphill from the structure.” 

They noted that in 1978 another brush fire 
surrounded them and an emergency flood prepared¬ 
ness meeting was held. All the same people who had 
been through the 1961 fire and floods were there. 
“A brotherhood of people who shared the love of 
wilderness were willing to share its hazards to remain 
a part of it,” Jan remembers. 

John Maddox told The News about the five 
ridges with great V-shaped notches cleaved into 
them, the classic earthquake fault line. “One of them 
split some 15 feet more assunder the 1988 quake, 
evidence of further hazard held by nature in our 
hillsides,” Jan said. 

She concluded, “In 1960 we bought our 
house and the six surrounding acres, with first op¬ 
tion on the 40 acres above. Some years later an 
offer was made by some of the people connected 
witn the notorious cut and fill Neutzel Tract, 
destroying forever the wilderness, the wonder and 
the wildlife which it had held in abundance. We 
couldn’t bear to think of what kind of desecra¬ 
tion they had in mind, so we bought the land to 


preserve it at least during our lifetime.” 

She smiled and gestured toward the “hill,” 
and said, “As we look up at the beauty of the 
craggy ridges and rugged canyons of our wilder¬ 
ness above us, it is, to us, a priceless treasure and 
we are grateful to know it will remain unspoiled 
forever.” 

Jan Maddox is a third generation Californian, 
having grown up in the San Joaquin Valley. John, 
whose parents lived in California, was born in 
Seattle while the family visited his grandparents. 

Jan’s family bought a log cabin in the High 
Sierra a year before she was born, and she and her 
family spent summers there. That practice was con¬ 
tinued with Josh, the Maddox’s son. 

John hikes the dessert, mountains. He is a 
member of the Desert Trail Association and the 
Death Valley Hikers’ Association and has climbed 
most of the peaks in this area, according to his wife. 
As part of the latter, he has observed trails being 
built up from Mexico to Canada. 

“So far, the Oregon trail is completed and ours 
is finished past the Nevada border. When that trail 
is completed, we will be able to hike through desert 
land from Mexico to the Canadian border.” 

Both Maddoxes have an affinity to nature and 
state that this is the reason why they love Sierra 
Madre so much. 


Matt Ebiner runs fastest race up Mt. Wilson Saturday

What a day! What a run! Thirty-year-old 
Matt Ebiner of W. Covina made history as winner 
of the 25the Annual Mt. Wilson Trail Race. He 
gobbled up the pavement to cross the finish line 
with a time of 1:01:30:1 and was awarded a trophy 
and other prizes. His name will be placed on Sierra 
Madre’s perpetual race trophy. 

Second place was taken by 24-year-old Michael 
Gottardi Hastings Ranch resident, who won the 
last two years in a row. His time of 1:04:17:7 
was not good enough to make this third time 
a charm. 

Ebiner is a geography professor at El Camino 
College in Torrance. He won this race back in 
1986 with a time of 57.50. This year is still 
a terrific win for him because he is now five years 
older and this race is one tough run. 

Gottardi graduates next month from Cal Poly 
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Pomona where he has majored in physical education 
and sports medicine. He started running as a 
youngster. 

Daggett, Calif, was represented by Vernon 
Morris in the 20-to-30 class who placed third 
with 1:04:55.7. Fourth place also in the 20-to-30 
class went to Alan Reynolds, a Pasadena native 
now living in the Bay area, who was Trail Race 
winner in 1987 and 1988 and holds the present 
race record of 56:20. 

Tops for women was 26-year-old Simone Julian 
from Lake View Terrace. She clocked 1:24:48. 
Julian also received a trophy and additional prizes. 
She was 1989 women’s winner then in the meantime 
became pregnant with her son Derek, now 8 months 
old. Delivering her son and winning this race all 
came about, says Julian, because God was with her. 

Judy West, 41, was a close women’s second 
with 1:26:34 and first for Sierra Madre. She did 
place first last year overall for women. She and 
her husband Ralph both ran this time, Ralph for 
his 12th consecutive year to enter. They have 
a 2-year-old son. Second place women’s winner was 
Kelly Marsh, 1:36:36 and third, Michele Ferrin, 
1:42:25. First for Sierra Madre men was Douglas 



Ravesty, age 20, with 1:07:24. Ravesty is a physcial 
education major at Pt. Loma Nazarine College. 

Female first for 10 to 14 age group was 
Marissa Sandoval, time 1:52:16. First male in the 
same young group was 12-year-old Aaron Fairchild 
with 1:35:43. Fairchild, a busy young man, had 
a write-up on the front page of the Sierra Madre 
News, May 2. His brother Daniel, a Cub Scout, 
was up on the trail dispensing drinking water to 
the runners. 

The race was not easy this year. At 7:30 
in Kersting Ct. and Baldwin Ave., where Citizen 
of the Year Helen Walker fired the starting gun, 
it was cool and cloudy. However, before runners 
reached First Water, one-fourth of the way up the 
trail, the sun c.ame out, making it extremely hot. 
On the whole the trail was in good condition, 
say the runners, accept for a tree that had fallen 
across the trail and it was too late to remove 
it. 

“But,” says Dennis Seeley, race chairman, 
who also runs in the event, “the trail race is not 
like other races, for example the usual lOK run and 
the runners take much in their stride.”

good condition as the wonderful late Ambrose 
Zaro, “Keeper of the Trail,” proved when he was 
alive. Seeley also went on to remark about how 
courteous all the runners are to each other and 
that there is a lot of conversation going on between 
them. This is important as this narrow, rough 
trail has several steep and dangerous dropoffs. 
There were a few skinned knees but, fortunately, 
most of the runners came through well. 

Race announcer Mike Sullivan received periodic 
reports by radio from the trail relayed through 
Ron Allerdice and his crew of the Americn Radio 
Service Corps who return each year for this purpose. 
Sullivan in turn kept the crowd informed. 

Many people enjoyed “Breakfast At the Race 
al fresco cooked by Restaurant Lozano in Kersting 
Ct. as the event was underway. 

Sullivan, also a member of Sierra Madre’s 
Search and Rescue Team, reported to the crowd 
that some years back the team put on the race as 
a fund-raiser. Team members station themselves at 
stagetic locations on the trail for safety while the 
race is in progress. 

Very special guests who attended this silver 
anniversary race and added much excitement were 
Charley and Jean Hagberg, from San Gabriel and 
both 85 years old. In 1930, Charley organized the 
first Trail Race that was run just to Orchard Camp. 
Ross Tyree and Henry Greger who ran that race 
came to greet Charley. Jean won the race for 
women in 1931 (women were included for the first 
time in these 1930s races) and displayed her race 
registration card. This year’s top female winner, 
Simone Julian, was thrilled to meet Jean. The 
Hagbergs met at Orchard Camp when it was a 
resort and are this year celebrating 61 years of 
marriage. 

The 250-limit of runners in this almost nine-mile 
run was easily reached this year. Runners entered 
from as far away as Georgia and Yosemite. Several

Increase Safety 

According to the most 
recent statistics, drowning 
is the second leading cause 
of accidental death around 
the home to children under 
five. In Arizona, California, 
Florida and Texas, drown¬ 
ing is the leading cause of 
accidental death to these 
children. To help prevent 
child drowning. The Na¬ 
tional Swimming Pool 
Safety Committee (NSPC) 
wants to encourage people 
to use a layered approach to 
safety. These include barri¬ 
ers that restrict access to 
residential pools and spas. 

A study of drowning and 
near-drowning incidents by 
the U.S. Consumer Prod¬ 
uct Safety Commission 
(CPSC) indicates that in 
most such drownings, su¬ 
pervision lapsed momen¬ 
tarily. Nearly 50 percent of 
these children were last 
seen inside the home, con¬ 
sidered by most parents to 
be a safe environment. For 
this reason, another layer 
of protection in the form of 
a well-maintained barrier 
should be in place between 
the living area and the pool 
or spa. 

According to the guide¬ 
lines developed by the Na¬ 
tional Spa & Pool Institute 
and the CPSC, every pool 
should, at a minimum, have 
a barrier completely sur¬ 
rounding it, combined with 
alarms on doors leading to 
the pool or spa, or a power 
safety cover. 

As part of the “Opera¬ 
tion Water Watch” pro¬ 
gram, the National Swim¬ 
ming Pool Safety Com¬ 
mittee offers two free bro¬ 
chures on preventing child 
drownings, to those who

Out and About

Hey...did you feel it? That little tremor in 
the brain...maybe it made you blink a few times 
involuntarily. It was something that made 
James Madison twist for comfort in his grave. 
At the moment these things were happening. 
Governor Wilson was signing the motorcycle 
helmet law into hard and fast legislation. 
Yeah, I know, I touched on this about two 
weeks ago...that’s tough, I just don’t like 
the feel of it... 

Madison on the helmet law: 

‘7 believe there are more instances of the 
abridgment of freedom of the people by 
gradual and silent encroachments of those in 
power than by violent and sudden usurpations. ” 

Those who have ever mounted a horse...or 
a motorcycle have experienced a form of 
expression of the highest order. Too often, we 
ignore the reasons why people do such things. 
If no one is affected by our actions, we do not 
need others telling us how to manage this form 
of expression. 

Benjamin Cordozo (U.S. Supreme Court) 
on expression: 

“Freedom of expression is the matrix, the 
indispensible condition, of nearly every other 
form of freedom. ” 


Because of some zealots and special 
interests, we have lost something, and we have 
suffered a weakening of our national fabric. 
When our individual freedom, by whatever 
means, is successfully attacked, we are less 
able to assure that other freedoms are safe 
from similar attacks. 

John Quincy Adams on freedom and power: 

“Individual liberty is individual power, and 
as the power of a community is a mass 
compounded of individual powers, the nation 
which enjoys the most freedom must necessarily 
be in proportion to its numbers the most 
powerful nation. ” 

Now, the most depressing part of this act 
of abandonment of personal freedom involves 
political morality. Where bumbling beaurocrats 
could be passed off as glassy apes dressed in 
a little brief authority, such is not the case 
here. We have witnessed, plain and simple, 
a victory of the helmet and insurance lobbies 
in Sacramento. They have bought us out. 
Anyone who can say that this denial of 
personal expression (not wearing helmets) is 
a “health” issue js barking at the moon. Many 
of us have heard your howls and we’ve heard 
enough!

I was listening, this past week, to a radio 
show that is broadcast from downtown L.A.’s 
Union Rescue Mission. For IS minutes, a man 
interviews a person that is being reformed as 
he or she stays at the mission and tries to get 
their street-wise, homeless life back on the 
main track. Their stories are sad stories of 
poverty, drug and alcohol abuse, etc. The 
cliches of what is now called acute dysfunction. 

The man being interviewed had one such 
story. He had grown up in an orphanage, 
rejected presumably because he was racially 
half black and half white. He mentioned, as 
he described his life, how much he had always 
loved to read, and the interviewer kept trying 
to identify that love of reading as part of the 
addict’s pathology, his compulsion to escape 
reality. But the man being interviewed did not 
see it that way and neither did I, in fact, 1 
got mad. I resented the old stigma attached 
to being a booklover: “Oh yes, a timid 
bookworm, oh yes, the withdrawn person 
who always has their nose in a book—must 
be something wrong with them.” And now to 
tie loving to read in with drug and alcohol 
addiction, no, I have to protest. 

I believe books help us encounter the world 
in depth and understanding; they are not 
an escape from it. In my “movie” this “man 
of the street” knew, as an orphan in an 
institution, that beyond the walls and 
deprivation there existed sensitivities, emotions. 




relationships that he recognized as he read 
about them in books. In books were the 
echoes of his own intuitions of what life was 
about, what people were about, in books his 
perceptions were affirmed. 

I don’t think he got “buzzed on books,” 
I think he got wise. Perhaps it was even this 
love for books, for reading, that has enabled 
him to begin to pull his life, with all the odds 
against him, up from the gutter of despair, 
disease and death. Perhaps they’ve been his 
life preserver, they’ve kept him afioat and 
he would not be the first booklover that 
hungered and thirsted after the next volume. 

Benjamin Franklin wrote in his “Auto¬ 
biography”: “From the time I was a child, 
1 was fond of reading, and the little money 
that came into my hands, 1 paid out for 
books. Pleased with ‘Pilgrim’s Progress,’ I 
first bought John Bunyan’s other works in 
separate little volumes. 1 afterward sold them 
to enable me to buy R. Burton’s ‘Historical 
Collections’; they were small books and cheap, 
40 or 50 in all. 1 have since often regretted 
that at a time when I had such a thirst for 
knowledge, more proper books did not fall 
my way.” 

I guess today, Benjamin Franklin would be 
considered the victim of an addictive personality. 
At any rate, you can’t say that booklovers 
don’t make strange bedfellows!

through July 20. It also represents the water used 
during the same billing period of the base of 1989 
and represents a 20 percent reduction in that amount. 

Failure to conserve and overuse of this amount 
will result in a warning for the first time and a 
surcharge of 100 percent of the water rate per 
excess cubic feet used above the allocation. The 
current water rate is $0.69 per 100 cubic feet. That 
is anticipated to be increased for the next fiscal year. 

The east half of the community began 20 
percent mandatory reduction effective Apr. 20, 
1991. 

Water conservation will be required for the 
summer of 1992. 

McRea and Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan attended 
a recent Raymond Basin Board meeting and report 
that we are overpumped 300 ft. as of the end of 
May. And as of this month, the tunnels are back 
down to 50 percent of their total capacity. 

“Essentially, there is no water in the east tunnel 
and only 50 percent in the west tunnel,” McRea 
said. 

He also reported that “six or seven” have 
requested administrative relief due to the fact that 
they have a new home, the home has been sold since 
1989 or has been remodeled since that date. There 
are also “120 to 150 places with no accounts” 
for the same reasons. 

The three fire engines will be sold for $14,627 to 
General Pump Co. in San Dimas. They include 
a 1967, 1956 and 1955 Crown engine. These went 
out for bid as did the tree service truck which was 
sold to Jerry L. Simmons of Norco for $3000. 

The council referred the possible renaming 
Hermosa Ave. in the Wistaria Vine area to the 
Wistaria Fete Committee. Both Mayor Buchan and 
Councilman Clem Bartolai were not enthusiastic 
about the probability. 

The council voted to present a proclamation 
to the athletes for their closing day ceremonies, 
June 8 at 1 p.m.

Cayman Islands 
lure U.S. visitors 


The tiny Cayman 
Islands in the Caribbean 
offer intriguing fare for 
scuba or fisher widows. 
Being among the former, 
a friend and I found 
a wealth of things to do 
and see while our 
menfolk scuba dived. 

Grand Cayman boasts 
the world’s only turtle 
farm where thousands of 
the endangered sea turtles 
are bred and raised, 
some to be released 
again to the sea and 
others, sadly, destined to 
be turned into jewelry, 
turtle oil and gourmet 
delicacies. We were 
allowed to pick up the 
inhabitants of one tank 
and were duly impressed 
with the horrendous 
strength of their flippers. 

Some of the delicacies 
we sampled during our 
stay included turtle soup, 
turtle steak and such 
other island specialties 
as marinated conch, 
conch chowder and 
curried goat. We found 
all of them intriguing 
and some delicious. 

A day-long snorkling 
trip was spent diving 
for our own conch, 
which became our 
appetizers, while the 
crew snared lobster and 
parrot fish and prepared 
a fresh-caught luncheon 
fit for royalty. Beneath 
the water giant sting rays, 
barracuda and at least 
one shark circled the 
boat, lured by the tidbits 
discarded in preparing 
lunch.

the incredible blue and 
aquamarine waters off 
the beachside. 

Another day we all 
went to Hell, a small 
community noted mainly 
for its name. A post 
office solemnly stamps 
your postcards with the 
mark of Hell, proving 
your visit to the nether¬ 
world. 

Alas, the day we had 
booked a glass bottom 
boat tour, a nor’wester 
kicked up angry seas 
which effectively canceled 
all sea-going excursions.

Cole Porter, who 
would have been 100 
years old this coming 
June 9, was one of 
musical comedy’s most 
prolific song writers. As 
a lyricist he was as clever 
as Sondheim and depen¬ 
dably produced far better 
tunes. He wrote the songs 
for over 60 musical 
plays, revues and movies, 
among them “Anything 
Go^,” “Kiss Me, Kate,” 
“Can Can,” “Silk 
Stockings,” and “High 
Society.” 

Back in the ’30s he 
wrote a simple little 
mini-musical called “You 
Never Know” with a 
romantic farce of a plot 
and some pleasant songs. 
It was such a departure 
from the spectacular 
production numbers and 
huge casts of the standard 
1930s Broadway musical 
that the producers dis¬ 
trusted it and had it 
rewritten, incorporating 
lots of sets, lots of 
dancers and even some 
non-Porter songs. The 
poor thing blew up and 
collapsed under this 
treatment and left 
Broadway after a 
disappointing 78 perfor¬ 
mances. Porter once 
referred to it as his 
worst musical. 

Paul Lazarus, the 
new producer at the 
Pasadena Playhouse, 
has always thought il 
would be fun to restore 
it to what Porter 
originally intended. He 
has done so as best he 


can, using the original 
script, the songs which 
were cut for the Broad¬ 
way version and borrow¬ 
ing a song or two from 
other Porter shows. 

If you have been 
yearning for the kind of 
musical that used to be 
made into Astaire-Rogers 
movies, no messages, no 
social significance, no 
ethnicity, just a light¬ 
hearted story, amusing 
repartee, some good 
dancing, and those 
witty Cole Porter songs, 
you are in luck. “You 
Never Know” is just what 
you have been looking 
for. 

Lazarus version cuts 
the cast down to the 
basic six and tightens 
the plot. The Baron 
Ferdinand Rommer, lives, 
thanks to designer James 
Joy, in an elegant Art 
Deco apartment in Paris. 
He asks his valet, Gaston, 
to call his present light- 
of-love to beg off from 
a date. Gaston happens 
to dial a wrong number 
and finds the owner of 
that number such fun 
to talk to that he sings 
“Let’s Not Talk About 
Love” to her with a verve 
that Gilbert and Sullivan 
would have admired, 
and invites her to the 
Baron’s apartment. She 
arrives unexpectedly when 
Gaston is playfully trying 
on his master’s tuxedo 
jacket and mistakes him 
for the Baron. Gaston 
plays along. The Baron 
arrives home early and

decides to assist Gaston 
by pretending to be him 
and so on and so on. 

What is lacking in 
intellectual content is 
made up for by the very 
stylish direction of Paul 
Lazarus who keeps the 
stage movement as witty 
and entertaining as the 
lyrics. Everybody bursts 
into song and usually 
a dance number without 
any more motivation 
than the said Astaire 
movies. Choreographer 


Thommie Walsh has 
provided some nostalgic 
dances which the cast 
is more than capable of. 

Harry Groener is 
debonair and elegant as 
the Baron and David 
Garrison is charmingly 
apologetic as the enter¬ 
prising Gaston. Megan 
Mullally as the lady on 
the phone sings sweetly 
and is a versatile dancer, 
Donna McKechnie, best 
known of the cast, is 
beautifully alluring as 


the Baron’s present flame, 
and Kurt Knudson is 
a proper curmudgeon as 
her husband. Angela 
Teek, as the Baron’s 
previous and departing 
love, combines her 
spectacular looks with 
spectacular, if quite 
irrelevant, dancing, and 
models her splendid 
costumes with style. 

“You Never Know” 
provides an evening of 
the kind of pretty non¬ 
sense, done with imagina¬ 
tion, that can be very 
relaxing.

George Fleming, 97, has seen 
world change; has worked for 
that change

You might say 
97-year-old George 
Adair Fleming was in¬ 
spired at age AVi. For the 
first time he saw an elec¬ 
tric light which he lit by 
climbing upon a bed to 
reach the switch. Flem¬ 
ing grew up to become 
an electrical engineer 
whose work included 
such major projects as 
Hoover Dam, Tennessee 
Valley Authority, Grand 
Coulee and Shasta 
Dams. 

Today he is a resident 
of Sierra Madre Skilled 
Nursing Facility and is 
mentally very alert, has a 
good memory and enjoys 
reading as one of his ac¬ 
tivities. He was an easy 
choice to be named our 
SNF Senior of the 
Month. 

Just a few years ago 
Fleming took a trip back 
to his hometown of 
Williams, Ariz. and was 
able to find the location 
in the town of the well 
from which his father 
carried water up the hill 
to their home, before the 
turn of the century. 
Among his memories are 
family trips made to 
Grand Canyon by wagon 
that took two days with 
an overnight campout en 
route. 

His father operated a 
general store in Williams 
but it was lost in 1901 
when the business sec¬ 
tion of the town burned. 
The family then moved 
to California, settling in 
San Diego, although 
most of the time his 
father was away tending 
to general stores in the

gold boom towns of 
Nevada. 

When he was 12 his 
mother died. He then 
came to Throop in 
Pasadena which, in those 
days, was an elementary 
school and he was a 
boarding student there. 
His younger sister, Mar¬ 
jorie, remained at a con¬ 
vent in San Diego. 
Riding his bicycle he ex¬ 
plored the area around 
Pasadena, Los Angeles 
and out to Glendora, 
often visiting friends and 
relatives. He remembers 
in 1907 bringing Mar¬ 
jorie from Pasadena on 
the Big Red Electric Car 
(fare 10 cents) to see the 
New Year’s Rose 
Parade. 

Hiking to Mt. Wilson 
and Mt. Lowe and 
summers were usually 
spent with his father in 
the mining town of 
Rhyolite, Nev. 

U.C. Berkeley listed 
him as an honor student 
when he graduated in 
1917 as an electrical 
engineer. With WWl in 
progress he joined the 
Army Signal Corps, 
soon transferred to the 
Air Corps and in the pro¬ 
cess of loading equip¬ 
ment aboard a train to 
go overseas he heard that 
the Armistice was 
declared. 

Back in civilian life he 
had several short-term 
engineering jobs, then 
was employed by 
Southern Califordnia 
Edison where he worked 
designing steam-electric 
power plants. Marriage 
to his first wife, 
Charlotte, an old friend 


from Throop, took place 
at this time. 

In 1930, the great 
depression caused 
Edison to close down the 
engineering department 
and Fleming and his col¬ 
leagues were out of 
work. However, he was 
more fortunate than 
most when he was hired 
as an operator at the 
Long Beach steam- 
electric plant. 

The Federal Bureau of 
Reclamation was 
authorized to build 
Hoover Dam and 
Powerplant on the Col¬ 
orado River and in 1934, 
after many political 
roadblocks had been 
cleared, Fleming went to 
work for the Bureau in 
Denver, Colo. In those 
days the main streets of 
Denver were just gravel. 
In 1936, Fleming went to 
Hoover Dam to help get 
it started running. For a 
short period his time at 
Hoover was interrupted 
when he worked for 
TVA. He later headed a 
design group arranging 
and buying electric 
machinery for several 
hydroelectric power 
plants including Grand 
Coulee and Shasta. 

In 1939, he was 
delegated to represent 
the Secretary of Interior 
in checking financial 
operation of Hetch Het- 
chy Hydroelectric Pro¬ 
ject by the city of San 
Francisco. Again, as a 
trouble-shooter, he 
headed a board of in¬ 
vestigation in Puerto 
Rico and went on to be 
in charge of various 
governmental agencies 
attempting to bring elec¬ 
tricity to the Columbia 
Basin area for the states 


of Washington and 
Oregon. Incidently, 
much of America has 
had electricity only since 
the 1940s. 

By 1944, he was in¬ 
volved with California 
Central Valley Project 
and moved to Sacramen¬ 
to with the title of Chief 
of Power Resources and 
Development. Several 
hydroelectric plants were 
built before his retire¬ 
ment in 1961. During the 
’40s and ’50s he was a 
consultant to the govern¬ 
ments of El Salvador, 
Honduras and South 
Korea in helping plan 
hydroelectric plants. He 
was lucky to leave South 
Korea one week before 
the invasion from the 
north. 

Before Charlotte died 
in 1966, they spent his 
retirement traveling. As 
a widower he passed the 
time playing golf and 
handling tournaments. 
In 1969 he married again 
to an old college friend, 
Gladys Merrick. She 
died in 1985 and Fleming 
moved to Arcadia in 
1989 to live with one of 
his daughters, Jean 
Hall. A bacterial blood 
stream infection in 1990 
left him unable to walk 
and this brought him to 
the needed care at SNF. 

Fleming is a man who 
has seen much change in 
his lifetime and he made 
a significant contribu¬ 
tion to that change. We 
salute George Fleming as 
our SNF Senior of the 
Month for his lifetime 
accomplishments, his 
good spirit and that he 
has reached the 
remarkable age of 97 
years.

from the Library

When people need to find statistical information, 
they usually reach for the latest “World Almanac”; 
however, the Arcadia Public Library offers several 
other good statistical sources. 

The encyclopedia of the statistical world is 
the annual “Statistical Abstract of the United 
States,” a tabular arrangement of statistics 
organized by topic. With figures gathered by the 
U.S. Dept, of Commerce, the largest statistician 
in the U.S., the tables consist of data arranged 
by time period, sex, age, race, and religion. 
(For past statistics, we also have the “Historical 
Statistics of the United States,” which covers 
from colonial times to 1970.) 

A more readable format consisting of statistics 
with accompanying text can be found in “The 
USA by Numbers” and “Almanac of the American 
People.” Specialized statistical information is also 
available, such as in the “Digest of Educational 
Statistics” and “How are They Doing? A User’s 
Guide to California Public Schools,” a heavily 
used source that compares standardized 
test score results in grades 3,6,8, and 12. 

Statistics that compare one country to another 
can be found in the “New Book of World 
Bankings,” an interesting source that covers such 
areas as population patterns, military power, 
agriculture, education (the U.S. is ranked seventh in 
educational expenditures per pupil), and consumption 
(Czechoslovakia consumes almost three times as 
much beer per capita as the U.S.). 

When someone wants statistics specifically for 
California, we show them the “California 
Statistical Abstract,” which, as its name suggests, 
is similar to the “Statistical Abstract,” but geared 
to California. In the same way, the “California 
Almanac” can be compared to the “World 
Almanac.” 

Another useful source is “California Cities, 
Towns, and Counties,” which provides basic 
background information such as demographics, 
municipal finance, and school system information 
for every California city and county. 

And, of course, where would the true sports 
fan be without his statistical sources? 
A comprehensive source is the “Information Please 
Sports Alamac” since it gives statistics for all 
major pro and college sports, including golf and 
bowling. 

Other specialized sports statistical sources 
include the “Baseball Encyclopedia,” the 
“Complete Baseball Record Book,” and the 
“Official NFL Record and Fact Book.” 

So if you wanted to know who has the highest 
career stolen base percentage (Tim Raines at .875) 
or who watches the most TV (women over 55) 
or the percentage of American men 6.2 inches 
or taller (3 percent), now you know where to 
look. As Casey Stengel used to say, “You could 

look it up.”

who are from Taiwan 
and who still have family 
living in the island 
country. The American 
delegation had an oppor¬ 
tunity to delve deeper 
into the Chinese culture 
than ordinary tourists 
as they saw family 


interaction during several 
reunions, reported 
Virginia Warren. She 
added that they saw the 
warmth and closeness of 
the family, leading to 
a better understanding 
of the Chinese children 
at her school. 

During tours of some 
six schools, including 
elementary and high 
schools, public and 
private, academic and 
vocational, the local 
delegation was impressed 
with the friendly, gracious 
children, according to 
Mimi Burgdorf-Hennessy. 

They saw large class 
sizes and large schools, 
with one private elemen¬ 
tary school having over 
600 kindergartners. 

“If I had to say one 
word to describe the 
schools. I’d say com¬ 
petitive,” explained 
the Holly curriculum 
specialist. Competition 
stems from the need to 
succeed on exams in order 
to go to an academic 
high school and to go on 
to the university. 

Teachers are extremely 
well respected, almost 
“god like,” said Warren, 
adding that Teachers’ 
Day, a national holiday, 
is observed on the birth 
date of Confucius, he 
being “the great teacher.” 

Parents are more 
involved in their children’s 
education than she had 


anticipated, said 
Burgdorf-Hennessy; howe¬ 
ver, that involvement is 
not necessarily in the 
volunteer role as is 
customary in the United 
States. 

While the educators 
were visiting schools, 
Hill had an opportunity 
to visit three hospitals 
in Taipei, the capital of 
Taiwan. Here she saw 
patients going to hospital 
clinics for routine care 
at a comparatively low 
cost. Hill reports that 
she was impressed at 
how technologically 
advanced the Taiwan 
health care system is. 

In addition to visiting 
schools and hospitals, 
the seven-member group 
toured the length and 
breadth of Taiwan and 
discovered an “astoni¬ 
shingly beautiful island,” 
according to Burgdorf- 
Hennessy, who said her 
favorite area was along 
the northeast sea coast 
where she saw landscape 
“as beautiful or more 
beautiful than anything 
in Big Sur.” They saw 
bamboo and rain forests, 
a marble gorge, a 
machinery manufacturing 
plant and a language 
center teaching Mandarin 
to students from all over 
the world. 

This was the third 
annual trip to Taiwan 
sponsored by the Arcadia 
Chinese Association.

Council tackles 
appeal, Winnie 
Way lot runoff 


An appeal of a Plan¬ 
ning Commission appro¬ 
val for a second-floor 
side setback modifica¬ 
tion at 2050 Vista Ave. 
was denied by the 
Arcadia City Council 
4-1, with Councilwoman 
Mary Young casting the 
minority vote at last 
week’s council meeting. 

The vote followed 
a public hearing in 
which the lawyer for the 
appellant, Norma lovine, 
and property owners, 
Robert and Jackie 
Cooley, stated their 
respective cases. 

The council also set 
Tuesday, June 4 for two 
pulic hearings: one, 
a zone change from R-1 
to 7500 to R-1 15,000 
for certain lots located 
in the southwest portion 
of the city and the other 
to amend fees, deposits 
and liability insurance 
for public works. 

In other action, the 
council voted 5-0 to 
improve a city-owned 
vacant lot at 509 W. 
Winnie Way and to deny 
a recommendation to 


replace low groundcover 
and irrigation systems 
with hard surface in 
narrow median traffic 
islands. 

The purpose of the 
latter recommendation 
was to conserve on water 
and reduce runoff. 
However, the initial cost 
to replace the planted 
median areas is approxi¬ 
mately $95,000 to save 
an estimated 325,000 
gallons per year, an 
amount roughly equiva¬ 
lent to the water used 
by an avaeage household 
per year, pointed out 
Councilman Robert 
Harbicht. 

The council also 
approved 3-1 a resolu¬ 
tion certifying local 
funding commitment 
should the Arcadia 
Public Library Building 
Porject be approved 
for matching funds 
through the California 
Library Construction 
and Renovation Bond 
Act. Councilwoman 
Young and Mayor 
Charles Gilb voted 
against the resolution. 


Council to consider 
water rate increase 


Arcadians will realize 
a nine percent increase 
in their water bills if 
a resolution authorizing 
the proposed water rate 
is passed at the June 4 
meeting of the Arcadia 
City Council. 

The proposed increase 
for fiscal year 1991-92 
would increase the charge 
for 100 cubic feet or 
about 748 gallons from 
$.66 to $.72. There also 
would be a base charge 
increase on water meter 
service of $.50 per two- 
month billing cycle on all 
metered services. 

This increase would 


raise the amount of an 
average would raise the 
amount of an average 
residential water bill by 
$1.57 per month, or from 
$33.04 to $36.18 per 
two-month billing period, 
according to a report 
from the city’s water 
manager, Eldon David¬ 
son. 

Even with the proposed 
increase, Arcadia will 
continue to have the 
lowest rates when com¬ 
pared to eight agencies 
serving neighboring 
cities, according to the 
report.
